Police hunt for arsonist after historic pub burns down 


POLICE want to speak to the man shown in this 
CCTV picture, right, after he was seen close to a 
historic pub which was destroyed in a suspected 
arson attack. 

A fire broke out on Wednesday at the Grade II 
listed Norman King pub in Church Street, Dunstable, 
which was under refurbishment and empty at the 
time. 

Officers attended the scene at 12.15am and 
because the property had a thatched roof, the 
flames spread very quickly. 

As a result of the smoke and rapid spread of the 
fire, around 50 occupants who were staying in the 
neighbouring Old Palace Lodge had to be evacuated 
and elderly residents of the Alms houses opposite 
the pub were initially taken to The Nags Head in High 
Street North but allowed to return to their 
properties by the fire service at around 2.30am. 

No one was injured. 

Firefighters spent most of Wednesday morning 
damping down the building and detectives are still 
waiting to enter the property to establish exactly 


how the fire started. After reviewing CCTV footage, 
police are particularly keen to speak with a man who 
was seen leaving The Nags Head before heading 
towards the Norman King at 11.45pm on Tuesday, 
just a few minutes before the fire broke out. 

The man was wearing a light coloured, waist- 
length jacket with a dark coloured top underneath. 

Investigating officer Vicki Gibson said: “It is vitally 
important that we speak to this individual as he may 
have some valuable information relating to this 
incident. I would urge anyone who may have seen 
him or knows his identity, to get in touch. 

“This historic pub was due to open on Saturday 
September 3, but instead it has been demolished 
due to the large amount of damage caused by the 
blaze. We believe that this fire was started 
deliberately and we need to ensure that whoever 
did so is not able to commit a similar offence 
anywhere else.”

Teen accused of using 
phone to incite looting

TWO people from Luton have been charged 
with offences relating to the recent disorder 
across the country. 

The first, a teen from Stopsley, appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on Friday charged with 
using his BlackBerry phone to encourage people 
to go out looting. 

The 17-year-old, who cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, is accused of using social media to 
encourage others to commit burglary, and was 
remanded in custody to appear before Luton 
Youth Court on Tuesday. 

Det Insp Ged McCarthy, who is investigating 
the case, said: “We have not had serious disorder 


in Bedfordshire but that is no reason to be 
complacent. 

“All digital communications leave a trace some¬ 
where and we are continuing to monitor the 
situation. If we discover other offences we will 
make further arrests. If anybody has information 
about people committing offences or encourag¬ 
ing others to do so, please do contact the police.” 

Meanwhile Wayne Collins, 24, of Ouseley Close, 
Leagrave was arrested during the Birmingham 
riots on Tuesday 

Police were called to a pub in the Newtown area 
of the city shortly before midnight after shots 
were heard. A group of between 40 and 50 people 
were at the scene and were allegedly trying to get 
into the upstairs living quarters of the pub. 

Mr Collins, a self-employed barber, was found 


in a garden near the scene with another man, 
Renardo Farrell, and both were charged with 
violent disorder. 

They both pleaded not guilty to the offence at 
Birmingham Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday 
and were remanded in custody until September 
22 . 

Meanwhile, the Prime Minister praised the work 
of Bedfordshire Police officers in the House of 
Commons on Thursday. 

Parliament was recalled by David Cameron 
after riots started in London on Saturday night 
and then spread to different parts of the 
country 

During the debate on the disorder, South West 
Bedfordshire MP Andrew Selous, who returned 
from a family holiday in Portugal on Wednesday 


night, asked: “Will the Prime Minister pay tribute 
to police forces from outside London, such as 
Bedfordshire, which sent considerable numbers 
of officers to London and whose remaining 
officers have had to work greatly extended shifts, 
magnificently supported by large numbers of 
special constables, to keep policing going in 
Bedfordshire?” 

Mr Cameron replied: “I certainly do. I support 
having local police forces. I was never in favour of 
large police mergers and the last 72 hours have 
demonstrated that we can have a system that 
gets the police officers we need in the places 
where we need them.” 

As well as keeping the county safe, Bedfordshire 
Police sent a support unit to assist the 
Metropolitan Police in London.

MPs hoping to 
see end of rail 
firm’s franchise

A RAILWAY contract will be 
up for grabs two years 
earlier than expected after 
The Department for 
Transport (DfT) brought 
forward the bidding date. 

First Group’s deal on the 
Thameslink, that serves 
thousands of commuters 
everyday between Bedford - 
Luton and London, will 
now be decided in 2013 
having originally been 
scheduled for 2015. 

The rail firm, which has 
held the franchise since 
2006, will have to fight it out 
for the contract along with 
other companies after the 
DfT gave potential bidders 
until early 2013 to submit 
their offers. 

Two Luton MPs who use 
the service to commute to 
London would like to see 
the end of the franchise. 


Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker said: “I think it 
is clear that from the 
moment it was awarded the 
contract people have been 
very dissatisfied with 
this service. 

“It would be a joke for it to 
be re-awarded such a plum 
deal when this one runs out 
in 2013.” 

Luton North MP Kelvin 
Hopkins said: “The 

franchise system for our 
railways is bonkers in my 
view. 

“I would like to see all the 
franchises ended as soon as 
possible and railway 
operations to be taken into 
the public sector as a fully 
integrated system. 

“The minister talks in his 
letter about the best value 
for taxpayers and public 
ownership would be far and 
away best value. 

“The recent McNulty 
Report found that Britain’s 


railways cost up to 40 per 
cent more to operate than 
the continental public 
owned railways which 
speaks for itself.” 

A spokesman for First 
Group said: “The experi¬ 
ence of running the line for 
the last five years will stand 
us in good stead. 

“In that time we have 
worked close with DfT and 
are confident of continuing 
to work with them.” 

Neal Lawson, FCC’s 
managing director, said: 
“We have delivered over 
£30m of investment, 
including a new fleet of 
trains on the Thameslink 
route and a wide range of 
station improvements. 

“I would like to assure our 
customers that it is still 
business as usual at FCC 
and we will be working hard 
to deliver even greater ben¬ 
efits, such as 12 car trains, 
to the end of the franchise.”

AN EDL march which was 
due to take place in 
Telford yesterday was 
banned on Friday by the 
Home Secretary. 

The decision came a day 
after the Telford United v 
Luton Town football match 
scheduled for the same 
day was called off. 

The kick-off time for the 
Conference game was 
originally put back from 
3pm to 7.45pm on police 
advice two weeks ago 
after some raised 
concerns the combination 
of a football match and an 
EDL march in such close 
proximity to each other 
was a recipe for disaster. 

Superintendent Gary 
Higgins, of West Mercia 
Police, said: “We would like 
to apologise to genuine 
football fans for any 
inconvenience caused but 
the events of the last few 
days have left us with 
little option but to request 
the postponement of 
Saturday's match.” 

Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker said: “It’s really 
disappointing for the fans 
but police have got to 
make the best decisions

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Man ‘ashamed’ after performing indecent act in public 


A MAN has pleaded guilty to two counts 
of ‘outraging public decency’. 

David Mustafa, 24, of Catsbrook Road, 
Luton, appeared before Luton Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Wednesday and plead¬ 
ed guilty to two counts of outraging pub¬ 
lic decency which took place on July 26 
and one count of possessing one gram of 
cannabis on August 2. 

He also asked for another count of out¬ 
raging public decency which took place on 
August 2 to be taken into consideration. 


In what the Crown Prosecution Service 
described as ‘unpleasant incidents’ the 
court heard how a woman saw Mustafa 
masturbating in Limbury Road, Luton. 

The witness rang the police and the 
defendant was caught in the location. 

Mustafa’s solicitor Alison Woodall told 
the magistrates how he was on his way to 
work around 7am when he saw an 
undressed woman in a property. 

She said: “He was aroused and mastur¬ 
bated. He was doing this for personal 


gratification and not his intention to 
alarm or shock anyone. 

“He said he did check around for pedes¬ 
trians. 

“He is very sorry to anyone he inadver¬ 
tently alarmed. He is completely morti¬ 
fied and ashamed. 

“He wants to put this behind him and 
wants to apologise to the court.” 

The case was adjourned and Mustafa is 
set to appear at Luton Magistrates’ Court 
for sentencing at a later date. 


Booking agent dismisses 
flight upgrade allegations

A WOMAN was sacked from an airline 
after she gave friends and family extra 
legroom on their flights for free, a 
tribunal heard. 

Maria Garcia Martin, a Spanish nation¬ 
al and booking agent, was sacked for 
gross misconduct from Monarch airlines, 
based in Luton, on June 2J last year for 
offering free leg room upgrades to her 
friends and family, including her partner 
and his parents. 

She is also alleged to have tried to 
refund £55 to her partner and his parents 
after they moved a flight from Tenerife 
back to the UK in January 20JO and 
blamed it on the snow, even though the 
flight wasn’t affected. 

The tribunal, sitting in Bedford, heard 
that when the airline’s accounts depart¬ 
ment noticed that there was no reason 
for the refund, it flagged it with her 
department and a number of other cases 
of Miss Martin giving extra leg room to 
her family on several occasions. She had 
given away the free upgrades between 
2008 and January 20 JO. 

However, Miss Martin believes that she 



was unlawfully dismissed as her friends and 
family were entitled to the upgrades on 
medical grounds, and medical records 
provided to Monarch had been destroyed 
as they were missing. 

However, the company believed she 
was being dishonest and she had acted 
in order to financially benefit her close 
relations. 

Ann Marie Cottee, cabin crew manager 


at Monarch, was the chairman of the dis¬ 
ciplinary panel that dismissed Miss 
Martin. She said: “There were too many 
irregularities and to me it was dishonest. 
The fact that two pieces of paper were 
missing, seems to be a bit ‘oops’ and too 
much of a coincidence. 

“We wouldn’t be able to continually be 
able to do what she did. We would go bust 
and we wouldn’t survive.” 

Miss Martin believes she was unfairly 
dismissed. At the tribunal she said, speak¬ 
ing through a translator: “I had no previous 
disciplinary records and if the allegations 
were that serious, why was I not suspend¬ 
ed at the time? 

“I was told that my disciplinary meet¬ 
ings were nothing serious and nothing to 
worry about. 

“Booking seats like this was common 
place amongst my seniors and as far as 
I’m aware, none were ever disciplined.” 

Monarch believes its total financial loss 
was estimated to be £395. Miss Martin 
believes she was unfairly dismissed and 
that unauthorised deductions of £908.22 
were taken from her pay. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
September J5 when a decision will be 
made and sent to all parties. 


Youths arrested after spate of taxi driver robberies 


FOUR juveniles have been arrested in 
connection with a series of robberies 
against taxi drivers in Luton. 

Officers arrested the men on Wednesday 
night at just after midnight with the help of 
the Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Dog 
and Helicopter Units after a chase which 
began in Glenfield Road. 

Mobile phones and other suspected 


stolen property were also recovered from 
an outbuilding after a search of the area 
was conducted. 

The youths, aged J7, J6, J6 and J3, are 
now being held in police custody for 
questioning by officers from the South 
Bedfordshire Robbery Team based at 
Luton police station. 

Detective Sergeant Emma James said: 


“Although we have arrested four people 
in connection with these robberies, I 
would still continue to appeal to mem¬ 
bers of the public to remain extra vigilant 
about where they put their belongings 
when they are travelling in a vehicle. 

“I would always recommend that any 
handbags, mobile telephones or other 
valuable items are stored out of sight.”

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Drive-by gunman to face 
‘substantial prison term’

A DRIVE-BY gunman tried to 
murder another man while 
sitting in the back of a car 
which was being driven by 
his neighbour with her 
teenage daughter and a 
friend in the vehicle. 

Omar Richards, who had 
fired the shot, was told on 
Wednesday he faced a sub¬ 
stantial term of imprison¬ 
ment after being found guilty 
of attempted murder. 

His victim, 20-year-old Drizz 
Jones, had just got out of a taxi 
and was following his girl¬ 
friend towards some shops. 

The bullet missed Mr Jones 
but shattered the glass door of 
the Co-op store. 

A cleaner who had been 
behind the door moved just 
seconds before the bullet 
penetrated the glass of the 
shop inWigmore Lane, Luton, 
in May last year. 

At Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday, a jury found 
Richards guilty of the 


attempted murder. Judge 
Michael Kay adjourned sen¬ 
tence for the preparation of 
reports. 

As Richards was remanded 
in custody and leaving the 
dock, the judge said he faced 
a substantial sentence when 
he next appears. 

Richards, who was living at 
Stronnell Close, Luton, at the 
time told the jury he had fired 
the gun, but claimed he 
thought there were only blank 
bullets inside. 

He said he was given the gun 
already loaded by a man who 
he did ‘some dirty work’ for. 

He said: “I won’t name him, I 
can’t mention his name or 
there will be reprisals for me 
and my family.” 

He said he had been paid for 
delivering and collecting cash 
and drugs for the man. 

He added: “He told me Drizz 
had done the dirty on him. I 
did not ask too many ques¬ 
tions. He told me to stop act¬ 
ing like a pussy and there 
were only blanks in the gun. 

“He put the gun in my hand 



and I felt a bit on the spot. I 
had never fired a pistol before. 
He said all I had to do was pull 
the trigger. He said they were 
blanks and I had no reason to 
doubt him.” 

But the jury rejected his 
account and now he faces a 
long stretch behind bars 

Earlier Alan Blake, prosecuting, 
told the court: “Omar Richards 
admits he was the gunman but 
will say his intention was to 
cause fear to Mr Jones. 

“The Crown say it was not 
fear he intended but it was to 
do violence of the utmost 
extent and kill him. The ques¬ 
tion for you will be what he 


intended when he discharged 
that firearm.” 

He said the flattened bullet 
was found inside the shop 
where it had fallen amongst a 
display of the cereal. An 
expert said it was potentially 
lethal. 

Richards was travelling in 
the back seat of the car. Mr 
Blake said it was being driven 
by a neighbour of his who had 
her teenage daughter in the 
front with her and her daugh¬ 
ter’s friend in the rear. 

The prosecutor said: “She 
could not recall him carrying 
anything when he got in the car, 
but he had gloves on in May. 

“She and her daughter heard 
a bang or pop but were obliv¬ 
ious to what it was until some 
time later, and she informed 
police that her car had been 
in the area.” 

Richards, 22, pleaded guilty 
to having a firearm and 
ammunition in a public place 
and possessing the firearm 
with intent to cause fear of 
violence. He will be sentenced 
on September 8.

PROGRESS reports are to be 
presented to Luton Borough 
Council’s overview and scrutiny 
board in order to ensure the 
controversial busway is run¬ 
ning on time and to budget. 

The panel has agreed that a 
report on the Luton Dunstable 
Busway should be presented to 
them on August 31 with enough 
information for them to estab¬ 
lish ‘whether the project is pro¬ 
ceeding on time and on budget’. 

A second report should also be 
delivered at the December 1 
meeting. 

This comes after neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
launched multi-million pound 
legal proceedings against 
busway contractor BAM Nuttall. 

But Luton Borough Council, 
which hired the same company, 
has said it has taken ‘appropriate 
action’ to minimise the chance 
of anything similar happening 
on the Luton Dunstable busway. 

Liberal Democrat leader David 
Franks said: “Major capital proj¬ 
ects at Luton Borough Council 
usually end up costing more 
than originally planned. 

“When you start with a budget 
as massive as £90 million even a 


ten per cent budget over-run 
would cause very serious prob¬ 
lems. 

“It is vital somebody keeps a 
close eye on this scheme to see 
whether it is progressing on 
time and on budget. 

“The guided part of the route 
has already been reduced to 
save costs and so much of the 
way the buses will run on ordi¬ 
nary roads. 

“With much of the claimed 


benefit being dubbed ‘doubtful’ 
we really need to see what Luton 
is going to get and how much it 
is costing.” 

Labour councillor Roy Davis 
said: “This is one Liberal 
Democrat clutching at straws. 
When he’s talking about how 
some of the guided part of the 
busway has been reduced to run 
on ordinary road, that has been 
the plan from day one which 
was ten or so years ago.”

Ml lights switch-off 
plan comes under fire

LIGHTS along the Ml (right) will be 
permanently switched off to save 
money but one charity has warned 
it could be a ‘false economy’. 

Motorway lighting between 
junctions 10 and 13 will gradually 
be turned off, starting on Friday, 
by the Highways’ Agency as a way 
to cut down carbon emissions and 
costs. 

But road safety charity Brake has 
said it could turn out to be a ‘des¬ 
perately inhumane experiment’. 

The junctions and their 
approaches, and a section of the 
Ml on either side of junction 11, 
will have lighting columns 
replaced and remain lit. 

A low-light CCTV camera sys¬ 
tem, which is able to operate 
without motorway lighting, will 
be installed so Highways Agency 
staff can monitor the motorway at 
all times. 



Julie Townsend, Brake’s cam¬ 
paign director, said: “We have not 
seen the results of the Highways’ 
Agency’s analysis, but we sincere¬ 
ly hope there is no detrimental 
effect on safety and that this does¬ 
n’t turn into a cost-saving exercise 
that costs lives. 

“Although there are fewer crash¬ 
es on our motorways per mile 
travelled due to the way these 
roads are engineered, when 


crashes do happen on these roads 
they are much more likely to 
involve multiple deaths and seri¬ 
ous injuries because of the high 
speeds involved. 

“Road casualties are not only 
catastrophic for the families 
involved, but a huge economic 
burden, so if there is a safety 
implication of turning lights off it 
could turn out to be a false econo¬ 
my as well as a desperately inhu¬ 
mane experiment.” 

Derek Turner, director of the 
Highways Agency, said: “The 
money saved could then be used 
for other measures on the strate¬ 
gic road network where it would 
have a more significant safety 
benefit and potentially save more 
lives. 

“We anticipate achieving an 
annual reduction in carbon emis¬ 
sions on this Ml stretch of about 
810 tonnes. Local communities 
will also benefit from reduced 
light pollution of the night sky.”

The problem is his argument never 
stood up to scrutiny and the Core 
Strategy that he was desperate to 
keep going, was a charade. The rea¬ 
son why he was so supportive was 
singular and that was to try to stop 
a development in his backyard. 
Fortunately for us we have brave, 
virtuous and conscientious council¬ 
lors in Luton. Quite the opposite of 
how we perceive Cllr Stay. 

Ironically it is Cllr Stay we have to 
thank for notifying us of Bushwood 
and for our very existence. 

It was him that persistently spoke of 
the £102 million community benefits, 
the football stadium, affordable 
housing, retirement village, disability 
provision, leisure facilities and so on. 

The more active he became in the 
media, the more intrigued we 
became and wanted to find out 
more. 


We eventually approached the 
developers and from a series of 
meetings decided to support 
Bushwood and set up our group 
that we believe is now one of the 
biggest supporters of a development 
in the country. 

Cllr Stay knows that with the Core 
Strategy gone he has the double 
headache of the localism bill and 
hostile planning applications. On 
both counts Bushwood excels and 
when compared to all the other 
options is more likely to succeed. 

Well done to Cllrs Davis, Franks, 
Shaw, Taylor, Timoney and Dolling 
who acted on behalf of all local 
residents and who deserve a great 
deal of credit and recognition for 
what they have done.

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Failing to tell the council of 
husband’s new job led to 
woman collecting conviction 


A WOMAN who did not tell the 
council her husband had 
started paid employment has 
been convicted of benefit 
fraud. 

Simran Randhawa, 41, of 
Kent Road in Luton, appeared 
at Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
August 8 to face a charge that 
she dishonestly failed to 
notify the council of a change 
in her circumstances while 
claiming housing and council 
tax benefit. 

An investigation by the 
authority’s audit and 
investigation team revealed 
Randhawa’s partner had 
started working as a labourer 
for a company in 
Wolverhampton and for the 
purposes of her benefit 
claims, this should have been 
reported immediately. 

Randhawa fraudulently 
received benefits totalling 
£5,945 and all this money will 
now have to be repaid to 
Luton Borough Council. 

After pleading guilty, 
Randhawa received a 
community order with 12 
months probation supervision 
and the requirement to 
undertake 120 hours unpaid 
work in the community. 



The court also noted that 
in August 2008, Randhawa 
was convicted at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court for three 
benefit fraud offences for 
which she received a 12 
month community service 
order with a 50 hour unpaid 
work requirement. 

Cllr Robin Harris [above] 
said: “Fraud is stealing. 
Remember, if you are claiming 
benefits and your financial 
circumstances change in any 
way, you must tell the 
council.” 



Wife jailed for benefit fraud 
after claiming to be single

A BENEFIT fraudster who dishonestly 
claimed more than £40,000 has been 
sentenced to six months in jail. 

Deborah Borruso, 34, of Oakley Road, 
Luton, appeared at Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday charged with two counts of fur¬ 
nishing false and misleading documenta¬ 
tion to the benefit authorities to claim 
housing benefit, council tax benefit and 
income support. 

Borruso was claiming benefits on the 
grounds that she was a single person. 
However, a sharp-eyed benefits assessor 
spotted she had provided a rent state¬ 
ment from a letting agent showing a rent 


payment from someone with the same 
name as her children. 

A joint investigation by the Luton 
Borough Council and Department for 
Work and Pensions established that 
Borruso got married on August 26, 2000 
but continued to claim benefits on the 
grounds that she was single. 

On several benefit application forms, 
she failed to declare she was married and 
living with her husband. By telling lies, 
Borruso fraudulently obtained benefits 
totalling £41,487. 

Borruso had pleaded guilty to fraud at 
an earlier court appearance and appeared 
this week for sentencing. 

Judge Farrell QC said: “People who 
obtain benefits to which they are not 


entitled are stealing from those who need 
them. Taxpayers fund benefits and there 
is only a limited amount of funding - 
fraud means less money for the just and 
deserving.” 

Cllr Robin Harris said: “Once again, offi¬ 
cers working with their colleagues from 
the Department for Work and Pensions 
have uncovered a high value benefit fraud 
and, as a result, the perpetrator is now in 
prison. 

“We are determined to cut down on ben¬ 
efit fraud in Luton and ensure that public 
funds go to the needy, not the greedy.”

THE family of a missing pension¬ 
er are hopeful that he's still alive - 
more than 12 days after he 
disappeared.

New lease of life 
for empty building

A DERELICT caretaker's house 
has been transformed into a 
Cubist-inspired building which 
will house a children's centre. 

The building at Tithe Farm 
Lower School, in Tithe Farm 
Road, Houghton Regis had 
become a target for vandals as it 
had been unoccupied for many 
years. 

Architectural design firm Porter 
Consulting & Management 
Services Limited (PCMS) was 
commissioned by Central 
Bedfordshire Council to take on 
the project and to turn it into a 
functional Children’s Centre. 

The inspiration for the building 
design was the modernist and 
cubist art movements of the 20th 
century. 

Internally, the building has a 
large multi-use space for the 
Children’s Centre which has 
slimline black sliding doors down 
one wall with views to the green 
space at the rear of the building, 
and which provide easy access to 
the garden during the warmer 
months. 

Also on the ground floor is a 
lobby area and separate kitchen, 
and on the first floor are adminis-

tration offices that have a wel¬ 
coming and bright atmosphere. 

Cllr Mark Versallion said: “This 
once derelict building has been 
transformed into a first-rate styl¬ 
ish home for the services we 
provide to families in Tithe Farm 
and Houghton Regis. 

“Once open, we’re intending 
this to be a base for breastfeeding 


advice sessions, Well Baby clinic 
and Stay and Play activities. Our 
priority is to give families with 
young children the support they 
need to enable their children to 
be as healthy, sociable and 
engaged as they possibly can be 
prior to starting school.” 

The building was officially 
handed over on Monday.

Author fulfills destiny 


LUTON author Stephen Kelman has been longlisted 
for the prestigious Booker prize for his debut novel 
‘Pigeon English’. Reporter CHRISTINA JOHNSON 
spoke with him about his dreams of being a writer, 
as a child growing up in Marsh Farm and how he 
managed to turn his hopes into reality.

‘IT struck me as a bolt from the 
blue when I was six years old’. 
This is how Stephen Kelman 
describes the moment he 
realised he wanted to be a 
writer. 

As a youngster he was a keen 
reader from an early age and 
this passion was supported by 
his family and his teachers at 
Waulud Primary School. 

He recalls how his head¬ 
mistress used to have him read 
books to her that were for GCSE 
pupils and his love of reading 
quickly transformed into a love 
for writing. 

The 35-year-old said: “I always 
wanted to be a writer but after I 
did a marketing degree [at the 
University of Luton] I drifted 
from one dead-end job to 
another. I worked in a ware¬ 
house, local government and 
marketing. 

“I knew myself that I didn’t 
have the material or the story to 
sit down and write then.” 

When talking about how the 
idea of Pigeon English came 
about he said: “I do remember 
about ten years ago the incident 
of Damilola Taylor who was 
killed on a Peckham estate and 
when that made the headlines I 
was grief stricken. 

“I wanted to write about it but 
because I didn’t know him or his 
family I put it on hold. 

“As the years went by no one 
was tackling it in fiction but the 
same sort of issues kept crop¬ 
ping up. So I thought if no one

else is going to tackle this I’d 
do it. 

“Because of where I was 
brought up I did have some 
knowledge of those kind of 
issues. 

“My best friend at the age of 
11 was from the Dominican 
Republic and I remember how 
positive the experience was of 
living in a diverse neighbour¬ 
hood. 

“I sat down to start writing and 
the voice of Harri came to me. 

“I was happy with my initial 
work and so it gave me the con¬ 
fidence to carry on with the 
story, and the rest is history.” 

Pigeon English follows 
11-year-old Harrison Opoku, 
who has just moved from Ghana 
to live in a London housing 
estate. 

When a boy is knifed to death 
on the high street and a police 
appeal for witnesses draws only 


silence, Harrison decides to 
start a murder investigation of 
his own. 

Mr Kelman started work on his 
book around December 2009 
and it was finished and sent off 
to his agent in May 2010. 

The book turned out to be so 
popular there was, at one point,

Now he has been longlisted 
for the Booker prize and is set 
to hear whether he has made it 
on to the shortlist next month. 

He added: “I have a two book 
deal with Bloomsbury and my 
second book is completely 
different from Pigeon English. 

“It’s about a friend of mine 
who lives in India and works as 
a journalist but in his spare 
time breaks world records.

“There’s also a TV adaptation 
of Pigeon English in the 
pipeline and the BBC is working 
on that with Scott Free 
Productions. 

“Adam Smith is directing and 
he is keeping me very closely 
informed about it and I know 
they are casting some of the 
roles. 

“No one could have predicted 
a boy who grew up on Marsh 
Farm could make it on to the 
Booker longlist.

The talking must begin as 
soon as the rioting stops 


S a friend said to me this 
week: ‘Tories back in, 
riots on the streets’. 

Sadly there is a lot more to it 
than that. These latest riots, in 
London and beyond, are not 
just about alienation and dep¬ 
rivation, which makes them all 
the more dangerous. 

There has been co-ordinated 
looting and the younger mem¬ 
bers are simply trashing their 
own communities. 

It is lawless and anarchic and 
a threat to us all. So how did it 
start and why was it not nipped 
in the bud? 

While I do not envy the job the 
police have been doing the last 
week, it does not appear to have 
been managed well from the 
start. Shooting dead a civilian is 
always a potential flashpoint and 
the silence on what happened 
and why has been deafening. 

Then the police seemed to 
take the decision that they 


would concede the streets to 
the rioters and looters, which 
had the effect of encouraging 
more onto the streets. Mobiles 
and social network sites were 
being used to outwit the 
police and at its peak the cops 
were simply overwhelmed 
and needed some kind of back¬ 
up, which was not forthcom¬ 
ing. And remember there are 
plans to cut 3,000 police jobs in 
London to save money. I some¬ 
how feel that decision is going 
to be revisited. 

So while there is no excuse for 
the behaviour of the looters, we 
need to understand how such a 
breakdown in law and order 
could happen, happen so 
quickly and happen so exten¬ 
sively. There seems little doubt 
that most of the looters do not 
feel part of society or have any 
connection with society. 

Cuts in youth programmes 
and welfare has not helped, 


although throwing money at 
the problem, which happened 
last time we had riots, does not 
seem to be the solution either. 
In fact they trashed buildings 
some of the cash was spent on. 
And community leaders have 
not been doing much leading. 

While condemning the rioters’ 
behaviour, and punishing 
them, we need to understand 
how this came about and why. 

Seeing our capital city burn¬ 
ing for several days, with the 
streets owned by looters, is 
unacceptable and will hardly 
inspire people to come here 
for holidays or next year’s 
Olympics. 

We need the party of law and 
order to get a grip. They could 
make a start by staggering 
their holidays, so the whole 
Government isn’t AWOL at the 
same time. 

But the huge task of rebuild¬ 
ing these communities, literally 
and figuratively, and finding a 
way of connecting to them 
may take some time. 

Especially as the state has just 
come off second best. 

As the Chinese used to wish 
on its enemies, we are in inter¬ 
esting times.

TRAVEL REVIEW 

NORWAY 


DID cruising do it for me? Well 
certainly Norway did. 

It is a simply beautiful country with 
staggering scenery and attractive old 
towns. 

The weather held out for us, so we 
saw it with the sun peeping out from 
behind Nordic clouds. 

Our first stop was Stavanger, which 
was on a minor fjord, nestled among 
a number of islands. It is not a large 
town, about the size of Bedford, and 
is, like most Norwegian towns, sur¬ 
rounded by large mountains. 

It was once famous for fish but is 
now the centre of Norway’s oil 
industry. 

In fact it has two museums, a can¬ 
ning museum and a petroleum 
museum, both of which we managed 


to miss. We did go, however, to the 
old port, where, along narrow, cob- 
blestoned walks are scores of 18th 
century wooden houses. Originally 
working class homes, they have been 
restored and maintained. 

There are 173 of them, the largest 
collection of such homes in Europe. 

Some of you will enjoy the irony 
that the council was going to demol¬ 
ish them and redevelop the area but 
a lively protest campaign prevented 
it happening. 

Next we found ourselves cruising 
up the Geiranger fjord at around six 
in the morning. The wife awoke me 
to check out the view, which was one 
of the most stunning I have ever seen 
in my life. 

It is a narrow fjord and mountains 
rise up on either side, capped with 
snow even in fuly. Streams cascade 
down the sides of the mountains. At 
one point we spotted small goats

clinging precariously to the edge. At 
the end of the fjord is the small town 
of Geiranger, which is a Mecca for 
campers, who arrive on the daily ferry. 

The next fjord, leading to Andasnes, 
is wider but just as dramatic. The 
town is surrounded by great moun¬ 
tains and boasts one of the finest 
train journeys in Europe. 

Andasnes has lost some of its old 
charm as it was all-but destroyed in the 
Second World War. 

Here we are not far from Trondheim, 
so almost in the north and even past 


midnight it was still light. The trip 
finished in Bergen, a city founded in 
1070 and its wealth was again founded 
on fish. 

By the old harbour is the Bryggen 
quarter, where two and three storey 
wooden buildings retain the red and 
ochre colours of the old warehouses. 

There is a funicular railway which 
takes people up to one of the hills for 
some fantastic views. 

Sadly the queues were longer than 
our patience, so we gave it a miss. 
Instead we went to the old harbour 
where there was a thriving fish mar¬ 
ket, where everything from monkfish 
to whale could be bought. 

We were then tempted to have a 
look at the Leprosy museum. There 
aren’t many of those around, or, 
thankfully, the occupants of the one¬ 
time hospital. 

Bergen is a lovely city, well worth a 
longer visit than we were able to give 


it. And what of the cruising experi¬ 
ence between these stops and 
Princess Cruises who were our hosts? 

The four of us thoroughly enjoyed it, 
mainly by diving into the experience, 
rather than pretending not to be 
there, which was my first inclination. 

Both the eight-year-old and 
fonathon, 16, had a great time, with 
the teenager insisting we dressed up 
on formal nights (pictured inset 
above), him looking like fames Bond 
and me more jimmy Tarbuck. 

The food was great and the staff on 
the Grand Princess could not have 
been more helpful or friendly. The 
only drawback was that there was a 
quiz in the main bar most nights, to 
which I was dragged along to. 

Oh, and I did have a go at line danc¬ 
ing, at which I was slightly less com¬ 
petent than my previous attempts at 
ice skating in New York.

Boss Brabin talks of ‘deep issue’ as Hatters 
sit out the big kick-off in the wake of unrest

THIS week’s riots were “the icing on the 
cake” which led to Luton Town’s opening 
day trip to AFC Telford United getting 
postponed, according to boss Gary 
Brabin, who believes it was the right deci¬ 
sion if there was any chance the match 
could have been used as an excuse to 
cause more unrest. 

The decision on Thursday not to play 
the Conference match at AFC Telford 
United last night was made on advice 
from West Mercia Police and the 
Football Conference, after large-scale I 
lawlessness in nearby Birmingham 
and other major UK cities. 

The arrangements for Hatters’ big 
Blue Square Bet Premier opener had ^ 
already caused controversy after the 
kick-off time was switched twice due to I 
a planned protest by the English 
Defence League in nearby 
Wellington. Last week, before 
the widespread 


civil unrest, the club and its fans had hit 
out at the ticketing arrangements for the 
7.45pm start, which would have meant all 
supporters would have had to exchange 
receipts for match passes at a motorway 
service station before being driven to and 
from the Bucks’ ground by coach. 

But in a twist of fate, Home Secretary 
Theresa May gave the order to 
ban the EDL from march¬ 
ing, 24 hours after the 
game was post¬ 
poned.

Premier League visit to Tottenham - the 
area of the capital where the riots first 
erupted last weekend. 

Asked if the decision to postpone the 
game should have been made sooner, 
Brabin said: “People don’t like making 
those decisions. I’m only involved in the 
football side of things but there has been a 
lot of trouble and the debate is about 
whether that’s for a genuine positive 
protest or an excuse for violence. 

“I think the riots have just been the icing 
on the cake really. There were worries 
before and then I think this could have 
been used as an excuse to make things 
worse. 

“No-one is happy about the game being 
off but it is a strange one. I’ve never known 
anything like it. I don’t know the politics 
behind it but there’s clearly a danger to 
health and safety. 

“It has had an affect because the game 
has been called off. We just have to accept 
that and hope that everything sorts itself 
out. It is a really deep issue but if lives are at 
stake then football is only a game.” 

The Football Conference’s PR & Media 
Director, Colin Peake, said: “We apolo¬ 
gise for matters outside of our control 
and sincerely hope this is the only 
disruption to the competition pro¬ 
gramme, due to recent events of 
unrest which is causing a drain on 
police resources.” 


False start can’t shade

Playing a game of football is not 
what is needed, but hopefully things will calm down. 

“It just means there are a few more days to go now 
[until our first game]. I’ve never come across something 
like this. It was annoying to keep having the kick-off time 
changed - maybe it should have been called off before.” 

But news of his bow for the Principality brought some 
joviality the training ground - none more so than 
Welshman Alex Lawless. 

“There have been a couple of jokes, but we are the best 
of Welsh mates,” quipped Howells. 

He added: “I loved the whole thing. It was a brilliant 
experience. I’m looking to bring it back to Luton now.”
